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JEWISH EDUCATION. 


THE CHIEF Rate OF THE BrrrisH Empire devoted himself and 
enugayged the attention of the Congregation at Stoke Newington 
Synagogue on Sabbath last. to the question of Jewish Education. 
There is nothing for wonder that Dr. HiertTz sees what we have 
ventured to urge inore than once in these columns, the necessity 
for denominational education for our children—not alone for the poor 
to whom the provision of such instruction is regarded as charity, 
but for all, irrespective of class. For it must be obvious that an 
educational curriculum designed, and rightly so, from the point 
of view of those who prepare it, for turning out youths adherents 
of and strong in the dominant faith, cannot possibly fit young 
Jews and Jewessesto be loyal andtrue to Judaism. With what Dr. 
Hentz said-on this point we believe there will be general agreement. 
But he*missed an important av@ a vital point in his sermon, which 
will be found reprinted in full, together with copious but interesting 
Notes, elsewhere in the present issue. lt is all very well to call 
for a Jewish education, but what are the pupils to be taught 
of the Jewish religion? Is it to be strict orthodoxy—orthodoxy 
which, say, prohibits the carrying in one’s pocket of a handkerchief 
on the Sabbath and decrees that it shall be carried around the waist? 
Or is it, again, to be the orthodoxy which regards married women 
who do not wear the S/haifel-wig as sinners in Israel? We mention 
these two matters, because they are key commands in the orthodox 
calendar. Upon them are built-the minutiw of Sabbath observance 
and the regard with which women are held by their brothers in 
faith—and the observance of the Sabbath is vital to the preservation 
of Judaism as a religion, as the attitude to womenkind is equally 
vital to the social and. ethical standard of Jews. These, between 
them, constitute the major portion of the Jewish life as creed. 


And the CHIEF KAbbl, who, of course, is. aware of the true 
state of affairs — the general non-observance of religious 


precepts, the thirsting after what he bimself has called religious 
vagaries in the desire to Satisfy the starving soul, which ought to tind 
ample pabulum in orthodoxy—although he has promised to do so, has 
said not a word of practical guidance ; and thisis his sixth Affirmation 
Sermon. Does Dr. HERTZ suppose that the mere delivery of the 
eloquent periods in which he clothes his sermons, or the’ Notes 
attached to their publication, so carefully and so industriously 
garnered, can have in themselves the merest effect upon the general 
reealcitrance? It looks as if the Cuifr inet has set himself a task 
he is unable to accomplish. In which case it would be desirable 
that he should say so. Our columns. testify, week by week, to the 
revolt that is harboured by 80 many of our people against such

On the 


Other hand, however, it is sufficrentiyv serious when the leader of 
the Zionist Movement feels himself bound to ask those who are and 
have been. ever since its inceptron, ls enemies, to come to hts aid, 
He tells us that more money is needed for carrying out the return 
of Jews to Palestine. He says. that further funds cannot be practi- 
eally looked for from those who are Zionists. or who, as.Jewish 
Nationalists, support the Zionist Movement. So he wants to create 
what he calls a “Hinterland .to the Zionist support the world oveF, 
by “roping in” a fresh element which he thinks may be induced to 
subscribe some of the money needed for Zionist effort. We have 
discussed many times the absurd and near sighted proposition which 
Dr. WrizMANN has fathered and which he thinks will do nothing to 


prejudice the principles of Zionism, of which he is so admirable an 


exponent, or to retard the wish he expressed only a dav or two ago 
in America to see a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine. But Dr. 
WEIZMANN’S. “Hinterland’—at least under the proposals for a 
Jewish Agency that have till now seen the -light—will become the 
mainiand of his Movement. Is it reasonable to ask anti-Zionists ‘o 
carry on true Zionist work, people who detest and abhor the very 
name of Jewish Nationalism to take a hand in its consummation? 
Dr. WEIZMANN, in bis speech, said that what he wanted these people 
to help in was no more than getting as many Jews as posstble ruto 
Palestine. ‘That process is, of course, by no means an end in itself 
in the minds of Zionists, any more than Zionism, so far as itisa 
restriction (if it be only in terms) of Jewish Nationalism, can be 
thought of as otherwise than a means. -It was the late IsrArL 
ZANGWILL who invented the ingenious plea made by Dr. WEIZMANN 
at the Conference, that the “Hinterlanders,’ although they could 
not £0 iis far as Jewish Nationalism, might assist it some of the vay, 
Just, he said, as a man travelling by the Scotch Express from London 
might elect to alightat Crewe or at Carlisle.

Then we had 
but. one building, unfurnished, and in need of much repair; now we 
have a well-equipped Mission House on Mount Carmel, and adjoining 
it new property has been purchased ; while inthe centre of the town 
we have rented premises in which we are able to deal with great 
numbers of Jews who could not otherwise be reached. Not only doe 
meetings of various kinds follow each other in quick succession, but 
the Mission is crowded to the doors at many of them, and the 
marked attention of the Jews to the Gospel message is noteworthy. 
The services are conducted in Hebrew, but addresses are also given 
in Yiddish, Arabic, German and English. In addition to the activities 
of these centres, the Jewish colonies are regularly visited by our 
missionaries, who for the most part receive a cordial welcome and 
have thus an opportunity of witnessing for Christ to those who are 
seeking to realise their ideal of building afresh their national home 
in the ancient homeland.”

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Obituary. 


HAwAM ISAAC VAN JUDA PALACHE (Amsterdam), 


After a short illness the death occurred on Wednesday night of last 
week of .Haham Isaac Van Juda Palache, Chief Rabbi of the Amsterdam 
Portuguese Jewish Community, a position he had held with great dis- 
dinction since his installation in 1900. The deceased who was in his sixty- 
ninth year, received his Hebrew and religious education at the Portuguese 
Jewish Seminary of which institution he later became teacher and then 
Principal. Apart from his multifarious rabbinical fanctions, Haham 
Palache energetically identified himself with general communal work and 
served in the capacity of President of a number of Jewish institutions. 
social, philanthropic, educational and religious, and in this capacity 
exerted an exceptional influence upon his co-religionists who recognised 
in him a profound scholar, a modest, sincere, and devoted leader. On 
the demise of Chief Rabbi Van Loen, two years ago, Haham Palache was 
unanimously voted his successor as President of Conferences of Dutch 
Chief Rabbis. His services to the community were rewarded by the 
Queen some few years ago, who conferred upon him the Knighthood of 
the Order of Netherland Lion. A son of the deceased is the distinguished 
Professor of Semitics at the University of Amsterdam. 


The funeral was at Amsterdam on Sunday, and was attended by 
thousands of Jews and many non-Jews. The coffin was taken in the 
morning tothe Ashkenazic Synagogue, where the Cantor held a memorial 
service, Thecortege then proceeded to the Sephardic Synagogue. Rabbis 
were present in the synagogue from many parts of Holland. The Lord 
Mayor and the two Sheriffs, both Jews, Messrs. de Miranda and Vos, wer 
also present. Dr. Israel] Ricardo delivered the memorial address. At the 
cemetery at Ouderkerk, the late Haham’s son, Professor J. L, Palache, 
spoke. 

Mrs. BERTHA FRIEDLAENDER., 

We regret to record the death, in her eighty-fourth year, of Mes. 
Bertha Friedlander, widow of the late Dr. Michael Friedlinder, formerly 
Principal of Jews’ College, who passed away on Tuesday evening, within 
a day of the sixteenth (civil) anniversary of the death of her husband. 

Mrs. Friedlinder, who first met her husband at his uncle's house in 
‘Berlin, was a well known and well-beleved. figure in Anglo-Jewry.: From 
her earliest years she had been an ardent and untiring communal! worker, 
particularly for the Jewish Hospital, and she maintained her interest 
in and work for this institution to the end: in fact she was to have 
attended a meeting of the North-West London Branch of the Hospital) 
on the very day of her death. Her interest in hospital work dated 
back to her very early days, when there was a little Jewish hospital 
near her home in Berlin, which her father used to provide with 
everything required for the religious observances of the patients. It ix 
interesting to note that that little /Jekdesh, which has now grown into. the 
great Jewish Hospital of Berlin, had on its medical: staff the famous 
Professor Isracl, whose brother married a sister of the Marchioness of 
Reading. Mrs. Friedlander was in Hamburg when she first heard of the 
movement to form a Jewish Hospital in London, and she at once became 
a subseriber to the scheme. The Jewish Hospital was her ¢reatest 
interest in life. She bas described herself as a kind of professiona) 


Schnorrer for the Hospital, and as President of the North-West London Aid. 


Society {a post in which she succeeded the late Mrs. Anghel Gaster) she 
did invaluable work for the institution... She was also for many years a 
Vice-President of the Hospital, as well as a member of the Council o! 
Management, and was also connected with the Ladies Aid Association. 

But her work for the Hospital by no means exhausted Mre., 
Friedlinder’s communal and charitable activities. Many years ago she 
helped Emily Marion Harris in her work among women and girls in the 
West Central district. She was also associated with Mrs. Birnbaum and 
Mrs. Hermann Adler in the “ Penny Dinners” scheme. In recent years, 
too. the deceased, who was a keen Zionist, had taken a great interest in 
the Jewish Women's League for Cultural Work .in Palestine, and had 
done much to assist that organisation in the sale of lace made by 
Palestinian women. In this connection shé was frequently to be seen 
at the Palestine Pavilion at the time of the British Empire Exhibition at 
Wembley, and her activity and enthusiasm might well have put many a 
younger woman to shame. 

The home of Dr. and Mrs. Friedlinder furnished a model of Jewish 
family life. As is well known, Dr. lriedlinder, despite-—or perhaps 
‘ecause’of— his genius, was not a very practical or methodical man, and 
the deceased tended and watched? over him with more than wifely 
devotion. They were a most affectionate couple, and on the occasion of 
their marriage Dr. Friedlander dedicated to his wife his German. trans 
lation of the Song of Solomon—a charming and most appropriate wedding 
gift. There was one daughter of the marriage, Lucy, who married in 
1890 Haham Dr. Moses Gaster.

The death of Mrs. Friedlander makes the life of a Minister of my years 
the poorer by the loss of a great deal which ts more readily felt than detined., 
From 1869 to 1#=4 I saw her almost every day, and for the past thirty- 
four years she has been my constant friend. Ifeverany woman possessed 
the “mother” spirit to perfection it was this large-hearted and eve: 
young-spirited woman. She mothered Dr. Friedlinder—this even the 
youngest of us could see nearly sixty yearsago. A sweeter and simpler spirit 
thanthatof Michael Friedi.inder never animated a human life and purpose. 
When we were young we thought that Mrs. Friedlander, with her strony 
sense of the practical and her worldly knowlodge and wisdom, was a kind 
of foil to the spiritual scholar. When we grew older we understood better 
the perfect balance of their relationship for we learned to realise that 
Dr. Friedlander knew more about the world than we had thought, and 
that his wife was a truly harmonious reflection of his great ideals. She 
loved us all, took the liveliest interest in our careers, applauded ou: 
small suecesses aud comforted our failures. Every New Year it wasa 
religious duty to write to her, and her remarkable letters were

full of affection, while her references to the old days helped 
to keep us young. Only recently she wrote to me “Old as I am, 
my heart is young and grateful. For I am living on the 
fruit that my dear husband prepared for me, the love for his precious 
disciples and the absorbing interest in their lives.” What I though 
of her and of my beloved and honoured master is shown by~ the 
fact that I never passed a Yon" Kippur without. the message from Mrs. 
Priedlinder in my Prayer Book. I glory in the fact that, after giving the 
best of her youthful age tothe cause of the Jewish Hospital, she was able 
to see it placed, before she laid down her work for it. in the kind of 
Hnancial position which she longed for.—From the Rey.

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VOTES FOR WOMEN. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

Sip —That the letters on the above subject are of continued intcrest 
to vour readers and the community x nerally is evidenced by the fact 
that vou have not yet thought it necessary tio close the correspondence 
by means of your isual courteous editorial note “ that further correspond- 
ence is not invited.” 

In my own circle, a fairly large one, the defeat of women's franchise 
has caused much discussion and regret. ‘The letters that have appeared 
in your columns remind mé somewhat of a brulge player who, having 
play ed the cards badly, would like the opportunity of playing the hand 
over again, I think that if the matter came before another conference 
the hand would indeed be plaved differentiy. and tl hepe with more satis- 
factory results. Firstly, those who were in fayour of women’s votes 
would organise their forces; secondly, they would get an authoritative 
apinion from the Chief Rabbi on whom, | apprehend, a deputation of 
communal leaders would wait for that purpose. 

I do not pose as a Talimudist, but my friends rightly or wrongly 
credit me with an average amount of common sense, which leads me to 
the strong opinion that the vote in itself cannot be contrary to any Din. 
What really happened at the Conference was that er parte statements, 
With no sort of confirmation, were prec hy the majority as statements 
of fact. For instance, Mr. Lionel Cohen, flourishing certain papers, told 
us that he had obtained the opinions of various foreign Rabbis to the 
effect that to grant votes for women was opposed tothe Din. No member 
in opposition either,saw or réad thos® opinions nor did they even see or 
read the questionnaire on which such views were based. ‘Lhe one opinion 
that was read out was that given by the Iiefh Din, in the absence of the 
Chief Rabbi, which certainly did not say that voting by women was 
acainst traditional Judaism. | 

Nine-tenths of the litigation in this country isdue to differences in the 
opinions of lawyers, such differences being frequently caused by wrong 
or unreliable information received, Thus, the plaintiff tells his story to 
his legal adviser who, on the facts as related, tells him he must win: the 
defendant in his turn gives his version to another lawyer who tells him he 
cannot lose. Ultimately the case is left to the judge who has the advan 
tage of relying on facts and facts only, ‘elicited‘in the course of cross. 
examination. ‘In our case there is enly one judge and from his judgment 
there can be no appeal. I refer of course to the Chief Rabbi. 1 learned 
for the first time, from some provincial correspondents, that women 
had already been granted the vote and-that a similar privilege bad long 
since been granted by the Sephardic community.

Sirn.—In sotwe of the letters on this subject that have appeared in 
your journal, the writers have drawn comparisons between the action of 
a few irresponsible individuals in London who sought the opinion of the 
Beth Din in regard to the granting of the synagogue franchise for women, 
and the action of responsible bodies, such as the Garnethill (Glasgow) 
Synagogue and the South Manchester Synagogue, which not only gave 
them the franchise off theit own bat, but also rendered them eligible 
for election on their respective Council and Committee. I venture to 
assert that in thus ignoring the DPeth Din, these congregations: were 
perfectly within their right, for, with the exception of the Chief Rabbi of 
the British Empire, its members are nothing more than officials of the 
United Synagogue and, hence, have no jurisdiction outside the metropolis. 
Unlike the Chief Rabbi, two Day imioe and the two assistant Dayanim are 
appointed by, and, as may be seen bry reference to its annual accounts, 
are paid exclusively by the United Synagogue, 

And if we take London only into account, even there, as may be 
gathered from the United Synagogues Act and that still more important 
document, the Deed of Foundation and Trust, no powers whatsoever are 
given to the Beth Din, the Chief Rabbi only being named as arbiter in all 
religious matters. Except in Clause 5 of the Act and Clause 2 of the 
Deed of Foundation and ‘Trust, an “ Ecclesiastical Board” is not men. 
tioned in cither instrument and there only in these words: “ Contributing 
with other bodies to the maintenance of the Chief Rabbi and ot the 
Ecclesiastical Board.” (in the Act, as passed by Parliament, the words 
used after Chief Rabbi” are “and of other Ecclesiastical persons.”)

‘The old superstition was revived however, that the Jewish religion 
wonld conquer ali others when ‘Ttbherias was rebuilt, whereupon the workmen 
refused to work and had to be forced to do’so.. After a year the city was 
compieted.

JEWISH HEALTH ORGANIZATION. 


“ PREVENTIVE MEDICINE IN RELATION TO CHILDHOOD,” 

The first of the series of lectures on health. subjects arranged for tho 
fourth year by the Jewish Health Organization was given at the 
Whitechapel Art Gallery on Saturday by Dr. W. M. Feldman, the subject 
being “ Preventive Medicine in Relation to Childhood,” Dr, A. Eichholz 
presided, 

Dr. FELDMAN, in the course of his lecture, said that preventive medicine 
aimed at the preservation of health and the prolongation of life. In relation 
to children, it meant the prevention of disease in the child and of its dying 
young. Preventive medicine was hygiene applied to the masses. That 
great care was bestowed upon ehildren by the ancient Israelites was evident 
from the numerous references regarding their welfare, before and after birth, 
in the Bible, the Talmud and later Jewish writings. Children were always 
regarded as the greatest blessing God could bestow upon man, but male 
children were specially favoured, The Talmud contained many points of 
real eugenic value, “* He who marries for money shall have worthless children.” 
The Rabbis also discouraged the marriage of the physically and mentally 
unfit. In choosing a wife, savs a Talmudic sage, one should see that there 
is no epilepsy or other hereditary taint in the family, lest similar illness 
ecour in the offspring. There .was also much excellent advice in the Bible 
and the Talmud revarding the care-of the expectant mother. A pregnant 
woman is to be sheltered from fright. Special directions are given to women 
with respect to dict and other matters. Breast feeding is insisted upon, but 
careful details are provided regarding the choice’ of a wet-nurse, when 
necessary, and directions. were press ribed for feediny a baby after weaning.

Schweich Lectures. 
“PALESTINE IN GENERAL HISTORY.” 

The second of the series of Schweich lectures on “ Palestine in 

General History” was given on: Monday evening at the Royal Society, 

Burlington House, W., by the Rey. J. W. Hunkin, B.D., M.C.. O.B E. 


(Dean and ‘Tutor of Gonville and Caius Colleges, Cambridge). The lecture 


was illustrated by a series of interesting lantern slides. 

The Rev, J. W. Hankin, in the course of his lecture, passed in rapid 
review the History of Palestine from the fall of .Nineveh 612 B.C. to the 
capture of Jernsalem by Titus a.p. 70, giving numerous illustrations from 
monuments and coins. The coigs of the Maccabean Soldier Priests were 
shown tothrow light upon the development of the Jewish Independence 
down to the interference of the Romans under Pompey. 

~ The third and last of the series of lectures was delivered on Wednesday 
ovening, by Professor F. C. Burkitt, D.D., FP.B.A. (Norrisian Professor of 
Divinity in the University of Cambridge), who took as his subject, “ Petra 
Palmyra.” Sir F. G. Kenyon, prosided. 

In the course of his lectures, the Professor asked what was the 
religion of Petra, First of all, he said, it was important to remember 
what sort of people they were. They were Arabs by race, as was clear 
from their names. But the language they used for their inscriptions was 
Aramaic. The view of Palmyra which he had put before them was that 
it attained to importance and wealth owing to, and to some extent as a 
consequence of the long wars between Egypt and Syria, between the 
Liouses of Ptolemy and the House of Seleucus.

believes in religion,” wrote a well-known English Jew forty years ago, 

‘must inevitably hold that the claims of religion are paramount. It is not 
merely that we have to provide education for the poor of our race, but we 
have to provide a particular kind of education. For this purpose it is indis-

And even in those 
modernist schools where there is-no longer any deification of the Founder of 
Christianity, there ts still idealisation of him as the Perfect Man; whereas 
the ancient teachers of Israel-—it is dinned into the ears of our vouth— were

The Jubilee Volume contains articles on Yiddish phonetics, grammar, 


and studies on various Yiddish dialects, words and expressions. Italso con 


tains a description of old Yiddish manuscripts found in various ‘great 
libraries in Western Europe. Among the articles Mr. Joffe of New Yor! 
contributes an exceedingly interesting paper on the origin of the wor 
Ghetto. The author disagrees with all the numerous theories regarding: 
the origin gf the word as quoted in books and encyclopedias and traces th: 
explanation of it to the old Yiddish ghectus (which had been formed frou 
Gehecktes Ort and officially mentioned for the first time in a papal bull i 
1555) afterwards italianised into ghetto. A description is given of th 
first Polish.Yiddish dictionary published in 1827 and discovered in th: 
libyary of the Vilna University. A collection of Yiddish sayings com 
piled by Mr. Rubinstein and published in this volume represents a) 
interesting addition to Bernstein's book on this subject. Mr. Maisel ha 
sent an interesting contribution on the relations between J. L. Peretz anc

CCCLXX,—Gleanings. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

It has long been a practice of mine to jot down any interesting facts 
concerning Jewish life which I have met with in the course of my reading. 
[t is surprising how the number of entries has accumulated in the process 
of time, and what a flood of light they throw on the manners and customs 
of Jewish communities in past generations. 

As I turn the pages of my notebook my eye lights upon this or. that 
entry which appears to be worth reproducing. Here isia note from the 
Microcosmos ” of Joseph ibn Tsaddik, who died in Cor. 
dova im 1149. Our generation, he writes, is empty and less worthy than 
all generations in the past; and many among us are Jews only in name 
Joseph was one of those people who are blest with a divine discontent é, 
even if they will, they cannot be satisfied with the conditions of their 
world. Perhaps they have a grudge against life; perhapsthey have been 
favoured with-a portion of that. critical spirit which filled many of the 
ancient Hebrew prophets. These, too, were often enough dissatistied 
with the life around the. People of this type are the salt of existence : 
if they were not found in every age, life would become stale and without 
savour, for we should perish of self-satisfaction. But doubtless tlh ere was 
good cause for their complaints, Here, for instance, is a note of a sermon of 
Rabbi Mortara, who ministered to the Jewish community-in Venice in the 
seventh decade of the « ishteenth century. He complains that on week. 
days the synagogue is empty and that even onthe Sabbath the attendance 
is poor. Such people as do come give little heed to prayers, but discuss 
their private affairs and are more interested in secular than in religious 
The good Rabbi complains that many of his congregants shave their 
beards aml go bare-headed like Gentiles in order not to be. taken for 
Jews or, as he also adds, that they may find favour in the sight of Gentile 
ladies. 

More interesting even than these are the rules which may be found 
in Ethical Wills or in the old books of Instruction or Admonishment. 
(SD 3 °SES) -In one of these Admonitions, for which a certain Rabbi 
Solemon Ephraim of Prague, who lived in the 16th century, was respon. 
sible, there is a curious complaint about the naughtiness of Jewish boys, 
due, as Rabbi. Solomon maintains, to the bad teachers of those days. 
The .teachers, it would seem, thought of nothing but their wages; their 
efforts were directed to finishing their work as soon as possible, giving 
little heed to the need for instructing their pupils in the fear of 
God and in the right art of living. What was the- result’ Rabbi 
Solomon. was distressed to note that the boys were very rowdy 
on their: way home, making so much noise in the street “that 
the earth trembled.” °©They showed no respect. for age or for one 
another, but, romped. about “like so many calves.” When these 
grow up, how can they be respectable men’ If in youth they do not 
respect their elders, how can they respect their teachers in later life’ 
Rabbi Solomon goes so far as to assert that the naughtiness of Jewish 
hovs in this respect is greater than that of the boys of any other peopl 
Perhaps this Rabbi-Solomon was. in the habit of looking through dark 
coloured spectacles ; perhaps he intended by exaggerating small. faults 
to sound a note of warning; perhaps, too, he did not understand that 
boys will be boys, and that if Jewish boys possess a goodly portion of 
animal spirits, they grow into cnergetic men, 

Another Rabbi of Prague, no other than Rabbi Judah ben Bezalel. 
holds up to ridicule the empty-headed seminary students, the Bachurim, 
who were regarded by the ignorant as geniuses, and who, having won a 
reputation of this kind, say to themselves that thereby they will obtain a 
wife and be taken into a business. (Tout convme chez nous?) Needless to 
ald that, on the question of marriage, much advice is found both in these 
Books of Admonition and also in Ethical Wills. Rabbi Yona, once more 
of Prague, who lived in the seventeenth century, advises that no man 
should remain unmarried beyond the age of eighteen. In the “ Book ot 
the Pious,” which Rabbi Judah of Ratisbon composed (thirteenth century), 
this piece of advice may be found, I quote it verbatim: “Do not be a 
professional match-maker in order to marry a young girl to an old man 
whom she does not like; nor to marry the daughter of a, respectable 
citizen to a man who has the reputation of being a bad lot; nor the 
daughter of a bad lot to a respectable citizen.” Rabbi Yona also 
has an interesting passage about the Kabbinic calling. This is what 
he says: “ [tis as well not to make a living out ofthe Torah. A Rabbi 
should accept a salary only in cases where he has no other means of sub 
sistence: a Rabbi who has means of his own ought never to take a salary 
or even a gift; while no Rabbi should ever receive payment for giving 
decisions in matters where he is called in to arbitrate.” 

[t is sometimes asserted that Jews use their hands in order to add 
effectiveness to their speech. Perhaps this mannerism had its origin in 
the curious custom of shrugging shoulders, rocking the body backwards 
and forwards and using both hands in order to discover the inwardness of 
a Talmudic passage. In a considered opinion of Rabbi Yair Chayyam 
Bacharach, who was the spiritual head of the community in Worms, 
where he died in 1702, I was amused to finda hearty condemnation of 
these unnecessary movements during the study of the Talmud. The good 
Rabbi complains that the practice is catching, for if one begins to move 
his body and his hands, the others follow suit on the instant ; a noise 
ensues and in the din one man cannot hear his neighbour's voice. He 
compares this conduct with that of Jehu’s and commends a quiet 
way of studying the Talmud with mind and limbs in perfect con. 
trol. In the Ethical Will of another Rabbi, Abraham ben Sabbatai 

orwitz, who lived in the sixteenth century, there is a shrewd passage 
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Which is Worth recalling. When you are about to warry your son or 
your daughter, he advises, have no regard to money or even to beauty, 
but look to character. - ‘There is no nobility except the nobility of 
personality ” DIM A bold statement for a sixteenth 
century Rabbi: we of this generation have not yet completely grasped 
its truth. 

The “ Book of the Pious,” is fall of most precious sidelights on the 
ordinary affairs of everyday life. I have selected a few at random. This 
thirteenth century volume commends the rule that in. speaking of 
another, he-or she should be put first, so that the formula should 
be,“ You and I,” and not “Tf and you.” Three people show their true 
character in three circumstances: the quiet man when he is angry, the 
hero when he is on the battlefield, and the friend in need. When an old 
man goes a-courting it is wrong for him to dve his hair in order to appear 
vounger.

Filling an Educational Gap. 
“The ‘Achad Ha’am’ Lectureship in Modern Hebrew,” said Mr. 


Wartski, “ tlilsa gap in the educational system of Anglo-Jewry. One can 
acquire a wide knowledge of the Talmud at the Yeshibah, one can receive 


scientific training in elassical Ilebrew. Bible, Rabbinics and Jewish 
Hlistor,y at Jews’ College. but it was left to this Lectureship to open a 
highway in this country to modern Hebrew Literature and all that it 
ili the renaissance of oul ople. *Achad tla’ am taught—and his 
teaching has vow become ali axiom—that Palestine must be restored as a 
spiritual centre for the deteriorating Judaism of the Diaspora. But‘how 
can .Palestinian ‘influence reach directly and forcefully a Jewry that 
neither speaks nor understands modern Hebrew ? Are we to call transla 
tion to our aid and build our spiritual and intelectual future on the 
shaky foundations of a “translated Judaism,’ as Bialik calls it’? It is 
Ubvious that a comprehensive study of medern Hebrew for the purposes 
of conversation and literary intercourse must be seriously taken up. 

“The courses prov ided under ‘this La ctureship,” Mr. Wartski went 
on to say. “offer the best opportunity of learning modern Hebrew 
systematically and successfully. The pronunciation employed is that 
used in Palestine, care being taken to satisfy ce rtain ¢rammatical require- 
ments which are bognd, to re-assert thems lives in the Palestinian dialect 
with the passing of the ephemeral disregard for the laws of Hebrew 
Begin and Finish’: a little 
Hebrew is a dangerous thing inasmuch as it is likely, easily to be for 


phonetic The motto ol tive Lectureship is 


gotten in the environment of a foreign « ulture, and a casual acquaintance 
might leave the wrong impression that there is nothing substantial in the 
ideal of the revival of the Hebrew language in the Diaspora. 

“It is symptomatic of the progress which Hebrew has made as the 
language of intercourse in Palestine and the standing which the London 
School enjoys in the educational world that the Egyptian Government has 
sept here a number of students to acquire a scientific knowledge of: the 
language of the neighbouring territory. Excellent progress has been 
made by these students, who are now taking the Diploma Course after 
two years study. As an ¢ <armple of their progress, I may mention that 
they are reading with enthusiasm the essays of *‘Achad Ha’am' in 
unvocalised Hebrew. We also have a number of Jewish girl students 
who find the courses very helpful, as they have no Yeshibah or Jews’ 
College to go to. I may mention that students may start from the very 
beginning. Several of our most successful students had no knowledge of 
Hebrew at all when they started. 

“Students who take the full course,” said Mr. Wartski, “acquire a 
good all-round knowledge of modern Hebrew literature and the writings 
of Luzzatto, ‘ Achad Ha’am,’ Bialik, Mendele Mocher Seforim, and Peretz 
are used as text-books. We also study Bible, Mishnaic Hebrew, and the 
language of Kashi, as well as a little Aramaic for the purposes of com- 
parison. All the time Hebrew is taught as a living language, and there is 
a Clouse association between language and literature. ‘Since the establish- 
ment of the Lectureship, Modern Hebrew has been recognised as an 
eXamination subject by London University, and may be taken for 
Matriculation. Many Palestinian students find this a great help.” 

* Mr. Wartski added that there was room for a great many additional 
students, and he hoped that next term would see a considerable increase.

It is at first a source of danger to the young lad whose 
father’s favouritism exposes. him to the envy of his brothers. Jacob had 
senffered so much from similar causes in his own life, that it is strange 
that he should not have recognised the dangers that awaited the child, 
whom he preferred above his brethren, There might have arisen, in 
addition to such troubles as actually befell Joseph, those serious defects 
of character. which usually oecur in the after-life ofa spoiled child, Fortu- 
nately Joseph had within him qualities, that neither good nor evil fortune 
could weaken or corrupt. Perhaps it Was because Jacob found these quali. 
ties already asserting themselves in the son of his beloved Rachel, that 
he conceived for him a passion that none of his other children could evoke 
in his heart. If Joseph's youth was a true forecast of his later career, 
then Jacob must have seen in him also a promise of the fulfilment of his 
own ideals, which in the “few and evil days of his pilgrimage” he had 
been unable himself to reach. So the Midrash suggests that even in these 
early days Jacob imparted to the son of his old age the traditions that he 
had learned in the schoo! of Shem and Eber, and found him, in the words 
of the Aramaic paraphrase S'S, a wise and understanding pupil. 
That their father should entrust Joseph with these sacred traditions, 
perhaps kindled the jealousy of his brethren more than the coat of 
many colours. ‘That his father’s fondness was not entirely 
foolish, we learn from the fact that Jacob rebuked him for laying too 
much stress on the vision of future greatness, in which his dreams had 
encouraged him.° His father kept these dreams stored up in his own 
heart; but he knew it would bea poor beginning of a great career if his 
son's heart should become “ lifted up above his brethren.” Jacob's own 
path in life had so often been cheered by visions of the night, that he 
could hardly dismiss as idle such repeated promises of greatness for his 
favourite son, But all these hopes of the future are dashed in pieces 
when the blood-stained garment Joseph had’so proudly worn, is exhibited 
to the: poor old man who had thought to dwell in peace in the land 
where his fathers sojourned, for the remainder of his years, cheered 
by the loving service of the son of his old age... No thought of 
Joseph's dreams of future grandeur could now avail to lighten his 
mourning in the presence of that cunningly. devised evidence, that 
Joseph, the object of so much care and love, had been torn to death by 
cruel beasts. In vain his children rise up to comfort him. How indeed, 
‘an these evil doers bring comfort to this second and most sad victim of 
their wickedness, seeing that they hide their own shame bythe lie that 
destroys the only hope that Joseph may be still alive? Jacob's. grief is 
overwhelming. | will go down to my son, mourning to.the grave.” 

No less lasting thah this memory of the son of whom he thought him. 
self bereft for ever, must have been the sorrow of Joseph himself, a young 
lad deprived of pe. ete counsel, the'protection and the comfort of his 


father's home, -fOhdemned to exile and to slavery... How often in’ 


the early days of slavery and imprisonment must Joseph have 
strengthened his heart by thoughts of his father's love! How often it 
must have been due to the father’s early teaching that the son found 
grace With his masters and served them faithfully, whether they were 
high officers of state or, mere keepers of. a dungeon. And when relief 
comes from all his torments, and his dreams are realised, he has not for. 
gotten the old traditions, For him, as for Pharaoh, it is God who pro. 
vides the answer of peace. When his brethren stand before him as sup. 
pliants, he treats them with justiee, “for I fear God.” And when he 
realised: the self-sacrificing devotion of Judah on Benjamin's behalf, all 
thoughts of self-aggrandisement disappear. The Egyptian palace fades 
from his sight, even as the courtiers have left him alone with his brethren. 
He sees only the old home-picture, the lonely old father, waiting for the 
return of the children who have been spared to him. “I am Joseph, 
doth my father yet live?” He is the Governor of Egypt, entrusted 
With its richest treasures, distinguished by its highest honours. He is 
arrayed in robes of state. He wears on his hand the royal signet, around 
his neck hangs a golden chain. But at this moment he only remembers 
himself as Joseph—a Hebrew son of an old pilgrimin Canaan. Itis inthis 
reference to the common object of his and their affection, that he finds 
the means to allay the fear and anxiety of his brethren, who are 
“ troubled at his presence,” and shamed for their misdéeds. “Go back,” 
he says, ‘and tell my father about my position here in Egypt.” The 
success of their children is the reward for parents’ toil, for the years of 
anxiety and of separation. Nor will Joseph be content, that the separation 
shallcontinue. “Make haste and bring my fatherdownto me. Here wil! 
I care for him and you.” Even Pharaoh and his courtiers are touched by 
this simple story of family life, and help to make the old father’s lony 
journey a8 easy as may be. As for him, the news his sons bear him is 
overwhelming. How can he believe, that his perfidious children are now 
telling him the truth? But the evidence of the waggons sent from: 
Egypt for the journey corroborates their story. “Enough!” says Israe! 
“My son Joseph is still alive, I will go and see him before I die.” And 
so we follow Jacob's journey down to Egypt, and join in watching that 
pathetic meeting between father and son, whose joy ean only be expresse«! 
by tears. ‘ Now can I die, now that I have seen thy face, and know that 
thou grt still alive.” But the old man dies not. He lives, sustained by 
the loving care of his devoted son for another seventeen years. He lives 
to hand down to Joseph's children the form of the parental blessing in 
Israel. He lives to bequeath to all his children the promise that God 
would be with them and bring them again to the land of their fathers. 
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Situation of the Jews in Eastern Europe. 


Report to the United Jewish Campaign. 


We have received a copy of the joint:report by Mr. Jacob Billikopt 
and Dr. Maurice. B. Hexter to the National Conference of the United 
Jewish Campaign and the Joint Distribution Committee, at Chicago, in 
October, on the Jewish Situation in Eastern Europe. 


RUSSIA. 


Dealing with the situation in Russia, the report says that the 
measures of the old regime had brought it about that the vast mass— it 
has been estimated at 70 per cent.—of our people there were traders : 
about 10 to 15 per cent. were professionals tor attached to the govern. 
mental service ; the balance of 4 to 6 per cent. were engaged in tasks on 
the soil. A statement by Anna Louise Strong, a prominent social worker, 
is quoted to the effect that: , 

More than half the Jews of old Russia were. traders, usually on a beggarl\ 
scale. Most of the remainder were small artisans, fighting the losing battle of 
the artisans with the machine. Bad as was their condition before 1914, wai 
and revolution made it infinitely worse. They underwent pogroms that slew 
perhaps 200,000 in diréct slaughter and starved many thousands indirectly. 


After the revolution they found themselves free and equal citizens of the Soviet 


Republics, entitled to take up lands anid vo into factories and universities on 
the same basis as ail citizens. But this same Soviet Government... was 


passionatel, pushing large scale State industry and co operative retail distribu 


tion direct to peasant villages The litth Jewish towns were politically free. 
but economicalls hey Were r 


uined The worst of it is,” said a Jewish 
student of the problenr, that the more the country improves, the more they 
will be ruined. There is still.a tinv chance for these middlemen, since Govern. 
ment shops and co-operatives do not yet run smoothly. But the faster genera! 
organisation improves, the faster we middlemen go to the wall.” 

It is no wonder, says the report, that the movement to the soil is so 
sustained and sollarge without any artificial stimulus. There is the 
imperious necessity of escaping from the relentless attrition of the social 
and economic forces initiated by the present Government. The total 
number of Jews’ who had settled on the soil before the . revolution 
amounted to fifty thousand. But in the few years between 1918 and 
1924, and before the Komzet and Agro-Joint had initiated their activities, 
the figure had been doubled. This increase was spontaneous and occurred 
without outside assistance of any kind, The Soviet Government and the 
Agro-Joint are merely assisting a movement which began independently 
of them. 

The report proceeds to deal with the question of the titles to the land 
which the Jews are. now tilling. The Agrarian Code of the Soviet 
Republic avers that “the right of enjoyment on the land is allowed to all 
citizens of the R.S.F.R.S.. without any distinction of sex, religion, o1 
nationality, who desire to cultivate it with their own labour. This right 
is not subject to any time-limit, and expires only on the voluntary with. 
drawal from the land of all the able bodied members of the family.” Dr. 
Jurisson, a well-Known. Russian legal authority, points. out that “the 
Jewish colonist is actually in the same. position as the entire Russian 
peasantry, which likewise received land confiscated from the owners of 
estates,” and he asks whether any government would dare to take from 
a hundred million peasants, land which they were given, and which they 
had cultivated for many years. Even the very problematical return of 
the landowners, he adds, would certainly not entail the destruction of 
Jewish agricultural settlements. 

The Agro-Joint, the report continues, does not urge anyone to go on 
to the soil. Its services begin when 
over available plots of land. 


a group comes to a district to look 
The services com prise assistance in select ing 
the land, surveying it with the assistance of Government surveyors, and 
preparing the land so that the first 
the rigours which pioneering usnally connotes. The pre-war valne of 
the land set aside for Jewish purposes 1s conservatively estimated by 
Dr. Kosen at sixteen million dollars, the Government has set aside 22,000 
dessiatins of timber land, the wood of which is destined for construction 
purposes in the Jewish colonies. The Government has also extended 
about 1,500,000 Roubles in cash and credit to aid the poorer settlers ; 
freight rates and passenger rates have been substantially reduced for the 
settlers and for their necessities. It would he hazardous to guess at the 
total value of the aid rendered the colonists by the Government. It is. 
however, extremely large and assuredly many times the aid rendered by 
the Agro-Joint. 

Dr. Rosen estimates that at the present time some 100,000 families 
ean be settled on the land in Russia, and it is said that, at any rate up to 
the present, there have been no-signs of anti-Semitism on the part of the 
peasants. Mr. Billikopft and Dr, Hexter express themselves as convinced 
that if religion survives anywhere in Russia, it will more readily survive 
on the land than in the cities. 


OTHER EUROPEAN COUNTRIES. 
In Poland, says the Report, unemployment has been steadily increas 


ing during the last two years, until at the end of 1925 


it assumed 
catastrophic proportions. 


The reliet work of the Joint Distribution Com. 
mittee had been practically liquidated when circumstances took a tragic 
turn for the worse towards the end of 1925, and an emergency relief 
machinery had quickly to be réconstituted. During June from 50,000 to 
60,000 dollars was spent on relief measures, including sanitation and 
health activities. Tae Report adds that health work, loan bank activities 
and child care work will be necessary in Poland for some time to come. 
In Sub-Carpathia there is a population of some 600,000 souls of whom 
20 per cent. or 120,000 are Jews. Their culturallevel is an extremely low 
one, and the decline in peddling and small trade has hit the Jews 
economically to a greater extent than the rest of the population. 


Ort Delegate Conference. 
Aims ani Achievements. 


The (Ort) Society for the Promotion of Trades and Agricniture among 
the Jews held a delegate conference at Folman's Hotel, Osborn Street, E., 


year s residence does not have all 
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on Tuesday evening. About 150 delegates from Jewish Friendly Societies, 
Literary and Social Clubs, Synagogues, and other organisations attended. 

Major H. L. Nathan (President, East and Central London Committee), 
presided. He said that their work was to establish the sound economic basis 
ofthe Jews of Eastern Europe, to provide. Jews with agricultural training 
and to supply them with implements. 

Dr. Y. Krupenia, M.R.C.S. (Chairmian of the East and Central London 
Committee), said thatthe name of the Ort was often puzzling, but the letters | 
merely stood for the initials of the Russian words meaning Society forthe 
Propagation of Work. The Society was founded in 1880 by a small 
group of Jewish men. in. Petrograd. The economic basis of the 
Jews Was very precarious at that time. There were a fair number 
of workmen and petty traders, but. the majority of the Jewish people 
were . without: fixed abode or occupation, Lufimenschen as they 
were characteristically termed, and the Ort wished to give them. a 
substantial aim in life and a sound basis of work. It had opened a number 
of schools in which trades of all kinds were taught, and it had played a 
great part in instructing the huge working classes of Jews in the U.S.A. 


. The outlook of the Eastern European Jew tcwaids charity bad changed. 


Ile wanted help, not for his daily bread but for his schools, and the Ort 
had played a great part in creating this spirit of independence. It was 
reviving vocational schools in which 5,000 children were learning a trade ; 
it was helping Jewish workmen by lending them tools; it was settling 
the Jews on the land and repeopling old colonies, in every small town in 
astern Lurope there Were local Committees of the Ort,and it was hoped 
that the schools would soon. be Self-supporting. The Ort had nothing 
to do with party polities. [t was a world organisation doing national work 
above religion and pol tics. It Was trying to help the Jew to work out his 
own saivation. 

Mr. Leon Bramson (Chairman of the Central Board of the Federation) 
spoke in Yiddish of the famine and. pogroms that attended the war 
in Eastern Europe. .‘The Ort, he ‘said, had established 10.000 families in 
a few years in Colonies near Odessa, in the Crimea, etc. 

Alderman A. A. Kershaw, J.P.,.in proposing a resolution in support 
of the work and objects of the Ort, said that as a Socialist he was appalled 
at the waste of young life in England to-day and felt that the money 
Ox nded on the dole should have been used fo productive work and 
training. That Conference was not seeking money but the spreadiug 
of the aims of the Ort among all constituent societies. 

Mr. N. Lyons strongly ebjected to the Ort because he said it was 
diverting enervy and money from the essential work: of reconstruction in 
Palestine, and its efforts could only mean temporary assistance to the 
Jews. 


In reply, Dr. Krupenia stated that many pronrinent Zionists were 
associated with the work: of the Ort, and. this eould not be if it were 
antagonistic to the aimsof Jewishnationalists. They were convinced that 
Jewish nationalism in Palestine could not be an immediate solution of the 
problem. There were 6,000,000 Jews suffering in Eastern Enrope to-day, 
and they would have a better chance of defending their interests if they 
were organised in healthy, Nourishing colonies. Everyone could help in 
this great work by becoming a member of the Ort and interesting the 
Various socicties in its achievements. 

beveral «<dielegates seemed dissatisfied with the lack of definite 
instructions from the Ort as to the help expected of them, and it was 
sugested that speakers from the Central Organisation should attend clubs 
and societies explaining the kind of work and help which was needed.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING. 


A meeting of the Exeeutive Committee of the Federation was held on 
Thursday in last week, at 26a, Soho Square. Mr. M. Grossman presided. 

Mr. A. M. Kaizer, the Secretary, reported that. during the month of 
November thesum of £1,932 had been collected. 

Acknowlediments for grants and reports. on its distribution were 
real from the Hebrew congregations in Warsaw, Lodz, Kieff, Charkov 
and a number of smaller towns. A report Was also received on the 
working of the Children’s Kitchen in Kieff for the twelve months ending 
September last. During this period 99,579 meals have been issued. The 
kitchen also provides medical relief and the free issue of cod-liver oil to 
the undernourished and anwmic. The registration figures show that 
97 per cent of the children have lost a parent in the pogroms and three 
per cent. both parents. é 

Grants amounting to £802 were made to a nuniber of Hebrew con 
gregations and institutions in Poland, the Ukraine and other countries 
for the month of Decemnber, and it was resolved thatthe position of these 
congregations be reconsidered at a special meeting of the Grants Com 
mission of the Federation to be held early in January. 

The meeting also dealt with a communication received from Mr. M. 
Morgenstern, silk and woollen merchant, of Manchester, who has collected 
over £50 from his non-Jewish friends in business. Kkvery agent or 
traveller who visited Mr. Morgenstern’s firm was asked to subscribe to 
this collection, and he did not meet with any refusals. The meeting 
resolyed to approach merchants in Manchester and other towns to carry 
out similar collections.

Inadequate Jewish Education. 


According to a survey of population changes which has just been 


completed by the American Jewish Welfare Board, New York’s lower 


hast side is no longer the “alien quarter,” since the native population 
now equals that of the foreign-born. The most striking changes have 
taken place in the racial composition of the district.. In 1910 the foreign 
born from Russia, Poland, Austria,: Hungary and Roumania made up 
sixty per cent..of the population. This proportion is reducing at the rate 
of one per cent. a year. ’ 

* Ever since the great waves of Jewish immigration started in 1882, 
the lower East Side has been the place where the great majority of the 
newly arrived Jewish immigrants settled. Most of the immigrants regarded 
the Last Side as a. temporary home. \s their economic condition 
improved the immigrants moved to other sections of the city, until in 1925, 
only about twenty. per cent. of the Jewish population of Greater. New 
York lived on the lower East Side. In 1592, approximately seventy-five 
per cent. and in 1903 over fifty per cent. of all New York Jewry were to 


be found here The average rate of decrease of the Jewish population on 
the lower East Side front-1916 1923 was found to he

Christian Aid for Jews. 


£5,000,000 to be Raised. 


In the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, New York, a meeting of 
Protestants, Roman Catholics, and Jews was held last Saturday to launch 
a campaign to raise a fund of 24,000,000 dollars for the relief of destitute 
Jews in Eastern Europe. Bishop Manning, who presided, said the 
meeting was unprecedented, being the first held in an American 
Cathedral, and probably in any Christian Cathedral, solely on behalf 
of Jews. 

Addresses were delivered by General Pershing, who is a Wesleyan : 
Major-Genera! John O' Ryan, one of the most prominent Roman Catholics 
in the United States; Dr. Parkes Cadman, the Congregationalist Presi 
dent of the Federal Council of Churches; and Mr. Louis Marshall. 
General Pershing said American Jews would certainly raise their quota 
of the 26,000,000 dollars. Christians were asked to raise a similar amount 
in recognition of the great contributions which Jews had made to American 


life and to show that no race prejudice was dominant in the United 
States. 


American Immigration Law. 
Proposed Changes.

I[t is 
hoped to reduce the hardships caused by the Law in its present form. to 
separated families.

He will also ask for thi 
legalisation of the residence of aliens who entered the L nited States before 
July ist, 1924, and are unable to submit proof of their legal admission. .

Conference of Rabbis.

A Conference of Rabbis to discuss questions of Jewish religion and 
ritual has been held at Korostyshev, in the district of Kieff.

Arab population should not become more strained. After the Balfour Declara- 
tion rumours that the Jews were returning to Palestine in large numbers 
excited the Arabs’ apprehensions. Some of the leading Arabs still complain of 
unfair concessions to Jews. The opposition to Zionists among British officials 
often arises from the English preference for governing childlike people. Con- 
cessions to Jews and increased Jewish prosperity are. only the result of Arab 
animosity and refusal to co-operate. Yet they acknowledge the advantages of 
British rule and benefit by recent improvements in administration. 

Mr. Nevinson concludes by condemning the policy of the immediate 
occupation of Transjordania, advocated by some Zionists, and points out 
the advantages of having such an Arab State separating the desert from 
the cultivated land.

Debate in Parliament. 


As was briefly reported in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, the 
House of Commons went into Committee on the Ist inst. for the considera. 
tion of a resolution by Mr. AMERY, Secretary of State for Dominion 
Affairs, authorising the Treasury to guarantee the payment of the 
principal of and interest on “a loan to be raised by the Government of 
Palestine not exceeding an amount sufficient to raise £4,500,000,” 

Dr. H. DALTON (Lab., Peckham) said he hoped that they would have 
some explanation of the grave and prolonged delay in dealing with this 
matter, as the difficulty of raising this money for improvements in 
Palestine now could be.made greater and the terms more onerous than 
they would have been two years ago. We were not going to lend or to 
guarantee a loan of four and a half millions to Palestine at all. What we 
were going to do was to guarantee them a loan in order that they should 
pay back to the taxpayers of this country one and a quarter millions, and 
further sums amounting to three millions altogether, which were 
described as a clearance of past obligations. It was always:‘worth while 


to guarantee loans to other people provided that the proceeds of the loan’ 


passed back to us. Actually, whén they have subtracted what he might 
call the bogus operations, so far as the development of Palestine was 
concerned, they had left one and a half millions which were actually 
to be spent on development in Palestine, chiefly, he gathered, on 
harbours, railways, and soon. He was not aware that any Committee 
comparable to the Schuster Committee had been invited to examine

ADDRESS BY DR. WEIZMANN. 


NO SURRENDER OF ZIONIST PRINCIPLES. 


In the course of his address to the Conference of the United Palestine 
Appeal at Boston on November 2lst, Dr. Weizmann referred at length to 
the proposed extension of the Jewish Agency, which he said he believed 
had been “a matter of a great deal of heartsearching, of controversy an« 
of great difficulty.” “I have no doubt,” he said, “and I would be the last 
to doubt it, that the Zionist Organisation and the affiliated bodies have, in 
spite of what may be said by numerous critics in and outside the Organi. 
sation, acquitted themselves creditably, of a very difficult task performed 
under very difficult circumstances. But | am equally. conscious of the 
fact that whatever has been done hitherto,.creditable as it is, is merely 
an introduction, | won't say an experiment. I leave this word to others, 
It is preparatory to something which must begin now if we are carnest at 
all. We had to break new ground politically. We had to break new 
ground economically. We had to search for new methods of colonisation: 
more, we had to adapt methods to the particular psychology of these 
people whom we have brought in. There is no secret that it would be 
much easier to colonise Palestine if we were to colonise it with Danes 
and Dutchmen. But we are colonising the Jews, and we are not doing so 
badly. 

“ Our achievements stand comparison with those of others in the same 
field, and it is not merely impatience which dictates what I am going to 
say. If we are to maintain what we have created ana if we areto utilise 
the extraordinarily valuable human material which is waiting impatiently 
in all the corners, on all the highways and byways of the world, dreaming 
of getting land or getting to work in Palestine, we must increase our 
activity. Our enemies, our opponents reproach us to-day that we have 
not enough people on the land. Nobody reproaches us more than we 
reproach ourselves. We know and we feel that it is essential to go for- 
ward every year. If you don't go forward, you go backward in a move- 
ment like ours. Therefore, we have strained our utmost to get the 
necessary means. We have done well, and it is not a matter of compli- 
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ment if ] congratulate our American. friends, that they have carried the 


enormous burden in a difticult time. 


The Open Door. 

“But we havé to increase the hinterland of the Zionist Organisation 
and to increase the number of those supporters who are ready to-day to 
do something for Palestine and are ready to share part of the responsi 
bilitv with us. I know full well that many of them do not feel in every 
fibre all of our needs. Ll know that to them perhaps Palestine does not 
make these primary and final appeals as the only honourable solu 
tion of the Jewish~prablem. 1 know. that very well. But here they 
are.

‘It is to predict when these negotiations will be conipleted,” 
Dr. Weizmann eontinued, “but I think that this conference, both by its 
determination to see this poliey through and by what it is likely to do for 
the upbuilding of Palestine, has it in its hands to hasten the successful 
conclusion of these negotiations. The negotiations are being conducted 
on the basis of the resolutions which have been passed by the Zionist 
Congress. They are carried out with a view to realising this programme 
of a large activity in Palestine which I have tried to outline. If we are 
successful, it will be a considerable contribution towards hastening the 
day when you who are sitting here to-day and labouring and working for 
the fulfilment, may see with your. own eyes a National Home established 
firmiy so that no storm shall shake it. 


“There are two kinds of opposition to this project. One kind is 
within the Zionist Organisation, the opposition of friends who are too 
fearful lest co-operation might possibly injure the soul of the Movement. 
This is an opposition that we must reckon with and everything must be 
dione to satisfy it. There is another opposition. There are forces in th 
world to-day located in Rome and Moscow, which are not interested in 
Palestine nor in the fate of Jewry, but which want to bring about disunity 
in Israel. To these torces the consummation of the Jewish Agency plan 
means the symbol of Jewish unity, and any attack on this plan is playing 
iato the hands of those very enemies of [srael. 


The Need for Patience. 

We may perhaps criticise the Mandatory Power for a certain slowness 
in its action, but none of us doubts and none of us should doubt that we 
have absolute confidence that the day is not far removed when the 
Mandate in its entirety, will become the cornerstone of British policy i» 
Palestine. Armed with this confidence we shall be patient, realising the 
difficulties the Mandatory Power has to overcome and realising also tha! 
Palestine is not going to be built up in a day. And those who have no 
patience should at least give a chance to those whose patience and 
endurance are ready to carry the burden under political conditions, which 
perhaps render our work more diffieult than it should be. 


“It is easy to make a heroic gesture and say, ' We demand, and w 
demand, and we demand.’ I could myself formulate the demands in 
terms which would certainly elicit applause at this or any other assembly. 
We deal not only with Zionist assemblies where the heart is poured out 
and the sentiments are aflame. We deal with the cold, hard, 
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ealculating world, with a world that knows not. of Zion.’ with 
a world which has dealt with Jewish matters in quite a different 
manner from the one it is being educated in now, with a world 
which has not understood, and did not wish to understand what the 
Jewish renaissance and the Jewish regenc¢ration might be. And this 
world would coldly reply to ourdemands andsay: ‘ Rather than endange: 
this or the other political situation, we shall not do anything for the 
National Home.’ We have a hard task not only to educate the Jews but 
to educate the non-Jews to comprehend what Zionism means and what it 
aims to achieve. Education is slow by its nature. and therefore do. not 
wonder and do not grumble if, in six or seven vears, you have mad 
much progress and not more

Ife did not suppose that the 
London Society for Promoting Christianity among the Jews, which, with 
other societies, claimed the wift, concentrated onls on the indigent and 
poor. He held that the gift for work among the Jews ” failed. The 
restit was that the residne, including the gilt in question, went tothe next 
of kin. 


Doctor's Action Against Hospital Committee.—In the Civil Court of 
the Liverpool Assizes, befure Mr. Justice Branson, Dr. ISAAC HARTIs, 45, 
of Rodney Street. Liverpool, brought an action against Mr. SAMUEL

Our Debate. 


CAREERS FOR JEWISH BOYS AND GIRLS. 

At the conclusion of our last debate I asked for a subject for 
Another ‘discussion. I received several c\ggestions, some of which 
were not suitable. One letter from a ne, hew who signs himself 
“ Abodah” promises to open up a useful theme for debate, and I shall 
be more than satisfied if it proves as animated and instructive as the 
last one. 

THE CHOICE OF A CAREER. é 

“The last debate,” he writes, “was very informative even if it 
was alittle one-sided, and I should like to suggest a subject which 
may be equally useful. Is there not something wrong with the 
method in which careers are chosen for Young Israel’ There seem to 
be two factors at work both of which seem to me to be defective. In 
the great majority of cases, when a young Jew or Jewess is about to 
be launched on a career, the father’s calling is the one to be followed. 
irrespective of the tastes or aptitudes of the child. -If the father 
is a tailor or a cabinet-maker, for example, the son must be the same, 
though his ambitions may lie in quite a different direction, and his 
whole life may be spoilt by the lack of imagination displayed by the 
parent. Thatisonetype. Then there is the other class, who will 
only hear of a profession. The son must be a doctor or a solicitor, 
with the result that we have a quite disproportionate professional 
class. I understand that in Palestine this is quite a seriou il, and 
is presenting a difficult problem to those engaged in the work of 
building up the Jewish National Home. It is obvious that just as 
serious an economic problem can be created by Jews being over- 
professionalised as by their being too much of the class of the small 
trader or middleman. There are some callings which are not 
patronised by Jews atall. Why is this?
